-- Marshal Ney, 
A NATIVE OF THE UNITFD STATFS. 

We condense, from the Southern Literery 
Messenger, the following very interestny 
and not improbable identification of the cele- 
brated Marshal Ney, Prince of Moscow, with 
Michael Rudolph, a distraeayshed soldier of 
the American revolution Further inquiry 
may yet unravel the mystery, and give to 
the western continent the honor of having 
furnished Europe with one of her giea est 
modern heroes. 

Michael Rudolph was born at Elhton, in 
the State of Maryland. Ihs parents were 
either German, or of German extraction — 
"They are represented as very worthy peorle, 
butin humble circumstances, and not abl> in 
consequence, to confer upon their childien 
many of the advantages of education or sul- 
ety. Michael grew up hardy and promising 
im person and spirit; eager, intelligent and 
hold, but illiterate. He jomed the American 
army ata very early period, as a common 
soldier, when he was httle more than six- 
teen years of age. We have ieason tobe- 
lieve that he was with a corps under Lt. 
Col. Lee, while that brave partisan was only 
a captain, and sometime before the forma 
tion of the celebrated Legion. To have becn 
a captain in such a body of men at its forma- 
tion, argues a reputation already well recog- 
nized, and the possession of qualities for ser- 
vice which were well known to the Com- 
mander in Chief. This was the commission 
held by Rudolph in the Legion, when our at- 
tention is first drawn to his achievments. In 
1790 he was chosen as the leader of the for- 
lorn hope when the British post at Paulus 
Hook was to be attacked. This post was 
held by a strong body of British and [essans 
under the command of Major Southerland. 
he fort was taken by surprise and storm, 
and the conduct of Rudolph, at the head of 
the assailing party, amply justified the conti- 
dence of his commander. The Legion being 
ordered to the south, Rudolph assisted Marı- 
on in the descent upon Georgetown, He 
led one of the attacking paties, and was 
successful, though the expedition partially 
failed. ‘Che British commandant of the 
place was tahen in his bed, many of his 
troops were slain, but the lack of eficient 
co-operation baffled the full desires of the 
assailants. The part played on this ocea- 
sion by Rudolph was true tohis well known 
skill, courage and audacity.

Having calted upon the Goyefnment of tha 
United States so often in vain, we have al. 
most despaired of receiving its protection, 
yet we trust that our pregent situation, when 
fully laid before you, will at once satisfy 
your honorable body of the great neecssity 
of extending the strong armof guardianshi 
and protection over this remote but beautifil | 
and valuable portien of the United States 
dominion. : 

Our relations with the proud and powerful 
tribes of Indians residing cast of the Cas. 
cade mountains, hitherto uniformly amicable 
and pacific, have recently assumed quite a 
different character. They have shouted the 
war whoop and crimsoned their tomahawks 
in the blood of our citizens. The Cayuse 
Indians, after committing numerous outra 
and robberics upon the late emigrants, have 
without the semblance of provocation or ex- 
cuse, murdered eleven American citizens. 
Among the murdered were Dr. Mard)s' 
Whitman and his amiable wife—mombers' 
of the Am. Board of Foreiga Missions Called 
upon to resent this outrage, we feel sensibly 
our weakness and inability to enter into a 
var with powerful tribes of Indians. Such 
oitruges cannot however be suffered to pass 
unpunished. Jt will be the commencement 
of further and more extensive murders, 
our hitherto peaceful settlements will become, 
the sceno of fierce and violent warfare.— 
We do not doubt the readiness of the peoplo| 
ofthis country to defend their Hives and pro-

peace and harmony of oyr country. Anx- 
jously fooking forward to that happy period 
when. we should again be under the protec- 
tion of our revered and patent republic, we 
hayo rather endeavored to imaintain peace 
by forbearance than to command obedience 
by foree—hoping that the dangors and diffi.

Tho fourth article applies to the Puget 
Sound Agricultural Company, and stipulates 
for the confirmation of tho (fada belonging 
tothom, or thoir transfor at valuation, to the 
United States, if deemed of public or political 
importance to this couytry. The article is 
in these words == Eor 

' «Tho farms, lands, and other property of 
every description belonging to ho Puget’s 
Sound Agricultural Company, on the north 
side of the Columbia river, shall be confirmed 
to the said company. In caso, however, the 
situation of thoso farms and lands should be 
considered by tho United States to be of pub. 
lic and political importance, and the United 
States. Government should signify a desiro to 
obtain possession of the whole, or of any part 
thereof, the property #0 required shall be 
transferred to the said Government at a pro. 
per valuation, to be agreed upon between the 
parties.” 

The option of taking the lands of this com. 
pany at valuation, render the confirmatory 
clauso entirely harmless. The valuation can 
but little exceed the improvement, and for 
these it is fair and equitable that parti 
should he made, ‘The only settlement of this 
company 19 at visually Bay, tar Paget's 
Sound, which Capt. Wilkes describes as 
small in extent, and inferior in locality. ‘The 
company can claim no grants beyond their 

sseasions. Neither our laws nor British 
liwa admit the validity of Indian grants; 
and under tho treaty of occupation neither 

arty could alienate the soil, This company 
is in the Olyinpic district, and it will be of 
public and political importance that no fo- 
reign company should be established there. 
The Olympio distriet is detached from the 
valley of the Columbia—is fertile and pictu- 
resque—a square of mountains and valleys 
on the seacoast—and will make a fine Amers 
ican settlement of about one hundred miles 
every way. Pugets Sound and its Waters 
will afford select positions for naval stations; 
but it is too fur inland, has too little count 
dependent upon it, and too long an APh 
through straits and channels, to bd a com- 
mocial position; and since the excellence 
of the®mouth of the Columbia as a harbor 
has been vindicated, it 1s not needed for such 
a purpose. A naval station, especially for 
large ships, may@be established there; and 
in that point of view it may be of public and 
political importance that no foreign company 
should be there. If the article had been 
simply for the confirmation of their lands to 
the company, Į should have had great objec- 
tions to it; but the option of taking them at 
valuation romoves that difficulty. 

In my high and responsible character of 
constitutional adviser to the Presidynt, I gave 
my opinion in favor of accepting tho propo- 
sitions which constitute this treaty. I now 
advise its rhiñontion. The firat article is in 
tho very terms which I would have used ; 
and that article constitutes the treaty. With 
mo it is tho treaty. Tho remaining three 
articles are subordinate and incidental, and 
only intended to facilitate the execution of 
the first one. The great question was that 
of boundary. On that point hung tho issues 
of peace or war, ‘That being settled, states- 
men do not permit subordinate and accesso- 
rial matter to balk the great conelusion. In 
this spirit the British Ministers have acted. 
They have not made their proposition an ul- 
timatum; they leave it open to our objec- 
tions, and of course to modifications. 1 have 
no doubt the three minor articles might ba 
modified to my entire satisfaction ; but the 
question with mo 1s, whether the differences 
is worth the delay ? And | am very clear 
that it isnot. The whole business of the 
country requires the political relutions of 
Great Britain and the United Srutos Yo be 
rettled. Tho country has suffered too much 
already. Not a farmor but what has suffor- 
ed in tho price of his produce; nota mer- 
chant but has suffered in his commerac; not 
a business man of any character that is not 
now in doubt and uncertainty as to his opor- 
ations. Many have been irretriovably ruin. 
a many aro trembling on tho brink of 
ruil 

Rumors of war fill tho land; thoy have 
filled it since tho beginning of tho session ; 
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they kill confidence, enterprise, and credit. 
hoy kill business, and thot is a thing which 
we wish to revive and perpetuate. Until the 
treaty is actually concluded, the stagnation, 
uncertainty, and vicissitudes of business must 
continuc. The country must continue to 
suffer; and I can sce no advantage in any 


‘possible modification of the three nunor arti. | Row, 


cles—even in their total exclusion from the 
treaty—which could compensate the country 
for the two or three months of further suller- 
ing which the delay of the modifications 
would involve.—This of itsclf would be u 
sufficient inducement with me to terminato at 
once tho present disastrous state of things, by 
taking jtho treaty as it as, This would be 
enough of itself. But another reason, equally 
strong, comos in nid of the same conclusion. 
Wo havo a war with a sister republic—the 
first of its kind in our history—which every 
dictato of humanity, every consideration of 
policy, every calculation of interest, requires 
to be brought to the most speedy termination, 
Tho expectation of a war between the Umied 
States and Great Britain, so long prfiougecd 
on this floor to be inevitable, has already Aad 
its encouraging influence on the spirits of our 
neighbor.—The continuance of that expecta- 
tion must continue that encouragement ; and 
nothing but the broad fact of a treaty ratified 
can dispel the illusion under which Mexico 
now labors with respect to our British duh. 
culties, She expects war with us, and con- 
sequent triumph to herself from the junction 
of so powerful an ally Let the treaty be 
fanlicd—let the news of the ratification go 
to Mexico—and the tidings of that event will 
do more than “an army with banners” to 
turn her thoughts upon peaco with the United 
States.—Peaco will then’ be her policy ; and 
the smallest fraction of time gained in the 
restoration of peace with that republic will 
be worth more to us in the mere item of ex- 

ense saved, tosay nothing of the interests of 
1umanity, policy, and commerce, than all 
the British rights in Oregon, under the tres- 
ty, can ever bo worth in money to them, or 
in damago to us. Forty-five days is the 
elie time yn which we could ecapect an 
answer from London, in reply to proposed 

modifications ; and the amount of the ex- 
pengo of tho Mevican war for any one half 
day of that ume, or, at tho very outside 
three-quarters of a day, would be sufficient 
to purchase out all the navigation claims of 
tho Hudson Bay Company—all the possess- 

ory land claims of the yompany or of indi- 
vidualk—all the Nisqually claims of tho Pu- 
gets Sound Agricultural Company—and 
send the whole of the cloimants, singing and 
rejoicing, all the way up to “fifty-four forty .”” 
For th» reason again, and merely to shorten 
tho war with Mexico, I would vote for the 
treaty as it stands; putting all the“rcasons 
together—the settlement of a forty years 
controversy with Gicat Britam—tho oquity 
of the main article—the insignificance of the 
minor ones—the reliefiof the business com- 
munity from the evils of suspenso and un- 
certainty—and the accelerated progress’ of 
peace with Mexico—putting al} these reasons 
together, and I give my vote for tho ratifica- 
tion of the troaty, with a mind clear of doubt, 
and a heart full of hope. The great question 
of the boundary is settled, and if any difi- 
culties occur in the execution of the small 
articles, [ trust and beliove that wise men 
will be found in cach country to settle these 
trifles amicably, as wise men have now been 
found in each to settle the great point wisely 
and justly.
